At  Mercy  the  Vikes  roared  in  the  first  half  as  co-captain 
Paul  Valenti  and  Jerry  Iten  scored.  Twice,  John  Wood  provided 
the  extra  point,  and  the  Vikes  led  14-0  at  half.  But  the  Bulldogs 
came  back  with  two  touchdowns  and  later  stopped  a  late  Viking 
drive  to  tie  the  luckless  Norsemen. 

Against  the  Riverview  Rams,  trailing  6-0,  the  Vikes  scored 
on  a  50-yard  Elliot  to  Schroll  pass  and  led  7-6  at  half.  But  the 
Rams  capitalized  on  two  pass  interceptions  to  take  an  18-7  lead. 
Despite  Don  Giannola's  5-yard  sweep,  the  Rams  emerged  18-14 
victors. 

Once  more  the  Vikes  suffered  from  key  pass  interceptions 
and  trailed  the  U-City  Indians  13-0  at  half.  But  the  Vikes  roared 
on  a  70-yard  march,  capped  by  Giannola's  9-yard  smash.  The 
Vikings  threatened  again  but  Coble's  jump  pass  was  intercepted 
and  all  Viking  hopes  faded — final  score  U-City  27 — Normandy  7. 

The  Vikes  rebounded  against  the  Big-8  Champion  Ladue 
Rams  as  they  led  7-6  in  the  third  quarter.  But  a  60-yard  pass 
sealed  the  Viking's  fate  and  led  to  another  disappointing  de- 
feat—20-7. 

In  the  traditional  Wagon  Wheel  game  the  Vikings  met  a  fine  Ritenour  squad.  Trailing  7-0  at  the 
half,  the  Vikes  threatened  but  could  not  score.  Ritenour  scored  again  and  once  more  took  the  Wagon 
Wheel  home,  winning  14-0. 

The  Vikings  met  defending  Big-Eight  Champion  McCluer  and  held  their  opponents  to  a  0-0  half- 
time  score.    McCluer  came  back  with  two  third  quarter  scores,  and  the  Vikings  fell  12-0. 

On  Homecoming  the  Norsemen  played  host  to  a  fine  Webster  team.  Early  in  the  second  quarter, 
Schroll  scored  on  an  end  sweep  but  the  attempt  for  the  PAT  failed.  He  later  returned  a  punt  75  yards 
but  his  run  was  nullified  by  a  disputed  clipping  penalty.  Late  in  the  third  period  Webster  scored  on 
a  pass  and  converted  for  the  extra  point.

The  Vikings  rebounded  after  the  Christmas 
vacation  and  captured  four  consecutive  league 
victories,  over  Ladue,  Kirkwood,  McCluer,  and 
Riverview.  A  revenge  victory  over  Wellston, 
who  last  year  upset  the  Vikings,  came  between 
the  Kirkwood  and  McCluer  conquests. 

Entering  into  the  Webster  tourney  the  Vik- 
ings were  11-2  and  were  second-seeded  behind 
once-beaten  Ritenour.
